Estevan man-back after two- 
year stay on Baffin Island 


Victor Lundin, elder son of Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Lundin 
of Estevan, returned recently from a two-year term at Clyde 
River, Baffin Island, where he was the officer in charge of 
the Rawinsonde station operated by the department of trans- 
port. Clyde River is located 350 miles north of the Arctic 
Circle and the latitude and longitude are 70 degrees and 25 


> the 


minutes north and 69 degrees 


After two months’ holiday he 
will go to Victoria, B.C., where he 
will be stationed with the Cana- 
dian Government ship “Stone- 
town” doing the same type of 
work,. The ship will go out from 
_ Victoria about 900 miles and be- 
come a fixed station on-the ocean 
below the Aleutian Islands ‘for a 
period of seven weeks. Here the 
various atmospheric conditions 
will be observed and recorded. 
Then the ship will return to port 
for five, weeks where the same 
work is carried on. 

Mr. Lundin ‘left Clyde River on 
government ships’ “C.D. 
Howe”, when it arrived there for 
_its annual resupply mission. They 
stopped at Pond Inlet and then 
proceeded farther north to Reso- 
lute Bay on Cornwallis. River, a 
distance of about 700° miles from 
Clyde River. From theré-he went 
by air in an RCAF North Star to 
Churchill, Man., in 41% hours, and 
then on to Winnipeg in 2% hours.

cal station. He had a short course 
in Edmonton before going to the 
far north ‘in July, 1952. His work 
at the Rawindsonde station con- 
sists of sounding of the upper at- 
mospheric temperature and hu- 
midity and winds. aloft by radio 
transmitter. A balloon, ‘six feet in 
diameter is let off twice daily. It 
has a radio transmitter attached 
which transmits back to receiver 
équipment. The radio direction 
finding. antannae picks up signals 
transmitted . by -the - instrument 
sent up and converts it to a me- 
chanical impulse which is record- 
ed on charts in the office. Temper- 
ature,-humidity, etc., are recorded 
in the upper air and: these are 
used flor weather forecasting for 
upper winds and temperature for 
use for commercial aircraft, etc. 

This equipment also takes. ele- 
vation and a math readings, Wind 
direction and speed can be figured 


the station@up to an average of 
68,000 feet above sea level. Also 
is recorded the temperature, hu- 
midity and winds aloft at the va- 
rious levels.

New homes | 


record set 
in Canada 


The number of new homes com- 
pleted in Canada in the first six 
months of 1954 reached a record 
level although starts during the 
period lagged behind last year. 

The bureau of statistics reported 
recently that January-June com- 
pletions totalled 41,572 units un in- 
crease of 2,081 or five percent over 
the 1953 figure of 39,491. How- 
ever, half-year starts dropped to 
46,398 frorm 46,746 a year ago, @ 
decrease of 348. 

The flumber .of housing units 
under construction at the end of 
June was 64,262, an increase of 
1,471 or about two’ percent. over 
the same period in 1953. 

Housing units completed in June 
dropped by mcre than f0 percent 
to 6,047 from 6,675 in the same 
month last year. Increases in. the 
Maritime -ard Prairie provinces 
were offset by drops in the other 
provinces. 

However, six-month completions 
showed decreases in only two. pro- 
vinces. They dropped to 396 from 
626-in Newfoundland and to 11,- 
076 from 12,327 in Quebec: 

Completions for the period rose 
to 1,853 from 1,646 in Manitoba, 
to 1,571 from 1,090 in Saskat- 
chewan, to 4,349 from 3,706 in Al- 
berta and to 3,729 from 3,618 ‘in 
British Columbia,

New regulations for control 
of communicable diseases 


Modern ‘medical research and a desire for national uni- 
formity are the bases of new provincial regulations govern- 
ing the control, notification and prevention of communicable 
diseases, published in the current: issue of the Saskatchewan 
Gazette. 


In many respects, the new regu- 
lations differ a great deal from the 
provincial regulations which, with 


only minor changes, have been in. 


effect since 1946. 

“For example, under the new 
code, it is mandatory that quaran- 
tine placards be used only in the 
case of three very rare diseases: 
cholera, plague and: smallpox. The 
old regulations called for placard- 
ing of 13 diseases, including polio, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, whooping 
cough and others: 


The new regulations make: it 
clear, however, that any medical 
health officer may order placards 
for diseases other than the three 
mentioned if he is convinced that 
such @ measure would assist -in 
the control of.a communicable dis- 
ease. 

Under the new regulations the 
isolation periods for many of the 
diseases have been altered. In the 
case of polio, the old regulations 
required that the stricken patient 
be isolated until complete ‘recov- 
ery from clinical symptoms as de- 
termined by the, attending physi- 
cian, but in no case was the pa- 
tient to be released until 21 days 
after the onset of the disease. 


The new rules call for isolation 
of a polio patient for seven days 
or until the body temperature re- 
turns to normal, whichever is the 
longer time, -: 

The old regulations called for 
quarantine of polio contacts: for 
10 days. But this. provision did-not 
apply to wage earners whose work 


with children or the public food 
supply. There is no quarantine for 
polio contacts under the new regu- 
lations’ although they are to be 
kept under medical surveillance 
for 21 days after the last. known 
contact and immediately isolated 
at the appearance of any symp- 
toms. 

There are also changes in con- 
nection with other diseases. Un- 
der the new. regulations, German 
measles (rubella) and red measles 
(rubeola) need no longer be re- 
ported to. the public health au- 
thorities. German measles patients, 
formerly isolated for seven days, 
now are not required to be kept 


in isolation. The isolation period 
for ordinary measles has now been 


reduced from seven to five days. 
Mumps. has also been ' removed 
from the list of. reportable dis- 
‘eases. No-placarding or quaran- 
tine of ‘contacts is required. . The 
isolation period for mumps ‘pa-

For cerebro-spinal . meningitis, 
the isolation period of 14 days has 
been changed to the time required 
for clinical recovery. Under mod- 
ern methods of \treatment, this 
period is often as short as 24 
houds, This disease must still be 
reported but no placarding or 
quarantine of contacts is required. 
Chickenpox is no longer a re- 
portable disease but-the patient is 


‘to be #olated for seven days. 


In cases of whooping: cough 
(pertussis), the patient’ must still 
be isolated for three weeks. But 
gone is the requirement for 14 
days quarantine for children under 
the age of 12 years who have had 
contact with a patient. Gone also 
is the requirement for placarding 
a house where whooping cough has’ 
occurred. — 

D. Cc. F. W. Hames, Regional 
Medical: Health Officer for the 
North Battleford Health Region, 
said in an interview that the new | 
regulations embody new concepts 
about the control of communicable 
diseases. They were based on a 
model supplied by the federal 
health authorities. They wére bas- 
‘ed on the latest information avail- 
able about the diseases and they 
agreed generally with: most prin- 
ciples recommended by the Ameri- 
can Public Health Association. - 

The new regulations follow a 
form that has been approved. by 
health ‘departments of all prov- 
inces. The aim of the regulations 
is to have uniform rules for dis- 
ease control throughout Canada,

Under the provisions of the Public Services Vehicles 
Act the Council may. prohibit the use of any district road, 
local road, or portion thereof by any truck, trailer or tnac- 
tion engine and the said Public Service Vehicles Act and the 
Highways Traffic Board do not provide for the control as 
contemplated in this Bylaw.
